pany-owned stores were the princi­ 
pal grievances put forward by the 
n iners. 
Today the other side was to get 
its inning. 
To Question Officers . 
The senate investigating commit­ 
tee expected to confer with Major 
Davis and Captain Brockus of the 
constabulary, 
the 
former military 
commander of Mingo county and 
with Sheriff Hanson. 
Initial activities of the investigat­ 
ing senators was confined to the fa­ 
mous Lick Creek colony. After a per­ 
ilous m otor 
trip along 
roads ren­ 
dered doubly dangerous by torren­ 
tial rains, the committee arrived at 
a point about a quarter of a mile 
from th e colony. 
The quarter of a 
mile 
w as as the 
crow flies—and 
straight up. 
Led by Senator Kenyon, the party 
scrambled up the slippery bank to a 
little group of tents, forming a sort 
of a suburb. The first man encoun­ 
tered w as a colored preacher, the 
Rev. George Echols. 
“Ah w as raised a slave,” said the 
former vice president of the m iners’ 
local, giving 
the first 
testimony. 
“But Ah thought dat w’en Marse Lin­ 
coln gave his ‘mancipation’ he had 
made ebbery man free an’ equal. 
Treated Like Slaves 
“But gen’men, us union miners, 
black or white, is treated jes like us 
slaves w as befoh the war. 
“All us union men wants is jes to 
be let alone, but them ‘stabularies’ 
won’ allow us no peace nor nothin’. 
Dey cut up our tents and shoots at 
us and drives us into town in the jail 
house je s like dey uster herd us 
black m en 
into market 
in slaves’ 
times. 
And ebbery time any of us 
goes down to the town of our own 
free will 
to buy us 
some food or 
clos’s we always kisses our wives 
and babies goodbye jes like It was 
the last 
time, ’cause 
we never do 
know w hether we is gwine back or 
land In the jail house. 
“Why ’stabularies shot a man over 
yonder, dumped him into a truck an’ 
brung him up to town jes’ likes he 
was a beef. 
“W e’re all American citizens, and 
all we asks is jes’ our rights. We 
wants to be free an’ come an’ go as 
we likes so long’s we’re peaceful 
an' 
law 
abidin'. 
We’d 
be 
much 
obliged to you-all gen’men if you’d 
see th a t we gets our rights." 
This was an example of the testi­ 
mony given by scores of other union 
men during the day. 
Crowds Greet Solons 
News of strangers in camp spread 
quickly and men, women and chil­ 
dren crowded about. At first the mi­ 
ners and their families were embar­ 
rassed, but soon all were volunteer­ 
ing information at once. 
Echols claimed the “ ’stabulary” 
wouldn’t let 
him hold 
service at 
Lick Creek. Baseball was also for­ 
bidden, and they weren’t even al­ 
lowed to play checkers. 
“Why not?” they were asked. 
“Because of the martial law order 
against assemblage,” one miner de­ 
clared. 
R. O. Kirk, miner, went into elab­ 
orate detaails of the working con­ 
ditions in the mines and the griev­ 
ances of the miners. He said he 
used to ‘mine eight cars daily at a 
dollar a piece, but that the cost of 
powder fuses, etc., amounted to from 
$3.50 to $4.50. Besides which, he had 
to furnish his owl. tools. 
He as­ 
serted th at the uniou'tniners did not 
insist upon the closed shop, but were 
willing to work alongside nonunion 
men. T he latter were discharged as 
soon as they joined the union, he 
asserted.

Sinn Fein Fears Premier

It toils and also does it spin—

all its 
industriousness 
will be in vain should his keeper not 
join hands with other keepers, to the 
end th a t the product of the bee’s ac­ 
tivities may be m arketed at a profit. 
At least, so T. O. A ndrew s, bee in­ 
spector 
of Riverside county, 
told 
m em bers of the bee keepers’ depart­ 
m ent of the O range county farm bu­ 
reau, m eeting here Saturday afte r­ 
noon. 
In fact, Andrews w ent further, de­ 
claring th at “the failure of earlier 
organizations 
cam e 
because 
the 
m em bers failed to hang together— 
and if that program be repeated it 
will m ean the death of the honey in­ 
dustry in this section.” 
Food Problem 
The few 
flowers and the light 
honey flow of the past season, added 
to the expense of the producers who 
had to resort to artificial feeding to 
m aintain th eir colonies. 
W hen this 
is the case, according to a statem ent 
by Farm Advisor H. E. W ahlberg. 
each colony dem ands from thirty to 
forty pounds of sugar to carry it 
through the winter. 
W hen a man has an equipm ent of 
1000 / ands or colonies of bees such 
as th at of George Brown, of Tustin, 
Hie am ount needed to keep them 
through a poor season runs into a 
big sum. 
In addition to the splendid talk by 
Andrews, his advice on m atters con­ 
nected with bee keeping was sought 
by a num ber of beginners in the in­ 
dustry who were present and seized 
the opportunity to ask help in solv­ 
ing their problems. 
Seek Co-Operation 
The bee-keeping departm ent of the 
farm bureau was form erly an organ­ 
ization known as the O range County 
Bee 
K eepers 
club. 
They 
voted 
them selves into the farm bureau e ar­ 
ly last spring at w hich tim e their 
president, 
J. 
E. 
Pleasants, 
bee 
inspector 
of 
the 
county, 
auto­ 
m atically became a m em ber of the 
directorate of the farm bureau. 
Pleasants, who presided, called up­ 
on R. D. Flaherty, recently appointed 
secretary-m anager of the organiza­ 
tion, to talk on the activities of the 
farm bureau and its relations to the 
bee keepers 
departm ent. 
Flaherty- 
also touched upon the necessity for 
co-operation 
in 
solving 
problem s 
dealing w ith m arketing and other 
phases of the industry. 
To Exhibit At Fair 
The project of an exhibit a t the 
county fair m et with the approval of 
all present and m any volunteered to 
subm it m aterial for the ex h ib it This 
will include honey, wax, appliances 
for extraction of honey, clean re a r­ 
ing of sw arm s, and all apparatus for 
successful bee raising. 
George Brown, of T ustin, was ap­ 
pointed chairm an of the com m ittee 
on arrangem ents 
and 
will receive 
any m aterial for use at the exhibit. 
Also, the local office of the farm bu­ 
reau will receive m aterial from those 
who find it more convenient to send 
or bring it to this city ra th e r than to 
Tustin.

Finding roads in th e East as a 
rule very good, and finding every­ 
w here a great interest in California, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. E. P ren tice were in 
W ashington, D. C., w hen they sent 
the follow ing letter to T he R egister: 
W ashington, D. C., Sept. IO, 1921. 
E ditor R egister—W e have gotten 
thus fa r on our S anta Ana-Boston- 
Fiorida trip ; have cam ped out con­ 
tinually except in th e large cities; 
w eath er has been fine, neither hot or 


; cold, and 
we have 
escaped heavy 
rains. The dirt roads through K an­ 
sas, N ebraska and Iowa are good, 
and have had no trouble in traveling 
150 miles in five hours. Ninety m iles 
west of Chicago we struck the boule­ 
vard, and from there to Buffalo, Bos­ 
ton, New York and on down here, 
have had hard-surfaced roads all the 
way. 
This has been an ideal corn year, 
j and the Middle W est has the best 
crop in its history, but w ith a pros­ 
pect of 
getting only 
30 cents per 
bushel for it. 
There are thousands of people out 
of work in the E ast. 
In one bread­ 
line in New York we saw a crowd 
estim ated a t 4000. B ut the m anufac­ 
turers seem to insist on having w ar­ 
tim e profits or curtailing the output 
and working short hours and laying 


off help. 
lf th e 'Jew s and Italians w ere taken 
out of Chicago, New York and m any 
of the other E astern cities there 
would be nothing left. W e cam e into 
New York city on the E ast Side, 
which is the cheap tenem ent dis­ 
trict. 
Most of the flats are six sto­ 
ries high. I never expected to see so 
m any hum ans in so sm all a space. 
They claim to have 3000 to a block, 
and I believe It; 98 per cent of them 
are Jew s and Italians. They have a 
school to each block, som e of which 
are in old boats on the w aterfront, 
and th ere you can see thousands of 
children of all ages playing in w ater, 
many of them w ithout a sign of a 
bathing suit. 
W hen you look this 
mob over and note the conditions in 
which they live you can hardly be­ 
lieve th a t it is in the U nited States. 


W hile in New York we called on 
Mrs. W oolw orth, at her new build­ 
ing; she w as very nfce to us and 
took us out on the veranda of the 
fifty-seventh floor and showed us the 
city; but we w ere disappointed in 
the fact th a t IO cents would not buy 
any m ore in the big store than in 
S anta Ana. 
W e also w ent into 26 
W all stre et and got Mr. Morgan to 
change a dollar bill, ju st to say th at 
we had tran sacted some business of 
a financial nature. 
W e did W ashington today; saw 
"W arren,’' “H iram ,” and all the rest 
of the bunch. They w ere very nice 
to us; show ed us through all the 
capitol buildings. “W arren” said we 
looked n a tu ra l as ever, b u t th at our 
pup had grow n to be such a big dog 
he would not have recognized him. 
He w anted us to spend the week 


end w ith him and go fishing; hut we 
said we could not, as we had too 
m any old friends to Bee, and th at we 
w ere in a hurry to get to 
and th at we did not believe in fish-,, 
ing on Sunday, anyhow. 
W e have a California pennant on 
our windshield, and in every city we 
come to we are greeted w ith sm iles 
or a wave of the hand, m any saying, 
“Take me back,” or “I’m going th ere 
as soon as I can,” or “T h a t is w here 
I expect to die,” and if we would 
stop and answ er all the questions 
they ask, as to the clim ate, living 
conditions and chances of em ploy­ 
m ent, we would not be out of the 
first tow n yet. 
Groceries, clothing, rents, am use­ 
m ents, hotels and all other living 
conditions are higher here in the 
E ast than they are in California.

Drilling has

through the caving in of the well at a 
depth of approxim ately 3900 feet be­ 
cause of heavy gas pressure. 
This 
necessitated redrilling the hole. 
Bailing Out W ell. 
The T orrance well is now being 
bailed out with a three-inch bailer. 
The high pressure several tim es has 
throw n the oil high up on the der­ 
rick, drenching the men and the sur­ 
rounding equipm ent. A heavy 12-inch 
tee valve has been put in to sup­ 
press the high pressure and to pre­ 
vent any abrupt flow of oil. 
L ater 
word from the well is to the effect 
th at the slush pits are filled to over­ 
flowing w ith oil, and th at the gas 
pressure is gaining in strength. 
Preparations are now under way 
to low er a perforated 
casing 
into 
the oil sand, the top of which, it is 
believed, has just been tapped. 
Al­ 
though the extent or depth of the 
sand which has been encountered Is 
not known, authorities of the large 
com panies operating in th at section 
agree th a t production should run in­ 
to several thonsand barrels daily. 
The Torrance well is believed to 
have been drilled on the edge of 
tho anticlinal form ation underlying 
this p articular dome form ation. This 
theory has been put forth by geol­ 
ogists and oil authorities, who are 
of the opinion th a t wells drilled on 
top of the Bolsa Chica dome should 
strike the oil sand a t a much shal­ 
lower depth. 
From all indications it 
is 
apparent 
th at 
several 
lighter 
sands have been encountered In the 


test well. 
The deep drilling is prob­ 
ably due to the Intent of the S tand­ 
ard to test thoroughly the big sand. 
The Bolsa Chica dome has been 
the scene of m uch excitem ent since 
the discovery of oil at Huntington 
Beach and on Signal Hill. 
It > lo­ 
cated on a line betw een the Signal 
Hill field and H untington Beach and 
is the m ost prom inent structure ly­ 
ing betw een the two fields. 
It has 
been spoken of as the big connecting 
form ation. 
Conditions now point to 
the fact, and m any who have made 
study of it believe a continuous oil 
bearing anticline 
runs 
from 
the 
H untington Beach oil field through 
the Bolsa Chica dome to the Signal 
Hill horizon channel. 
The irrigulari- 
ties in the depths of the producing 
sands in th e .above named fields are 
m arked w ith m any old characteris­ 
tics. 
It appears th at the subsurface 
stru ctu re is of 
a 
w aving 
horizon 
form ation w ith m any sand dips. One 
gloat dip is noticeable on the east 
slope of Signal Hill in the vicinity 
of the S tandard’s Bixby well. 
M ay Be New Field. 
Does the bringing in of this well 
m ean a great old field w ith thousands 
oi derricks dotting 
the 
landscape 
betw een Signal Hill and H untington 
Beach? 
Thi3 is a question which oil 
authorities and those interested in 
this particular dome field are asking. 
It is a pertinent question, for it is 
said alm ost every available acre be­ 
tw een Long Beach and H untington 
Beach is under lease for oil. 
On the Bolsa Chica dome, Stand­ 
ard Oil, Petroleum Midway and the 
Doheny 
in terests 
have 
firmly 
in­ 
trenched them selves w ith imm ense 
holdings. 
It is said th at in the next 
30 or 40 days the Standard will have 
starte d drilling on acreage adjoining 
th a t on which the T orrance well was 
drilled. 
W ithin the next few days it is 
also expected th at the T orrance well 
will be put on a production test. 
It 
is reported th at an eight-inch pipe 
line is being laid from the main line 
a t H untington Beach to take care of 
the oil. 
In the m eantim e hundreds 
of Long Beach people, who own prop­ 
erty in this region, will wait auxious- 
ly for developm ents in 
wjiat 
looks 
like C alifornia’s 
new est 
oil 
field. 
Should the well develop into a large 
producer, no one can estim ate the 
extent to which it will influence the 
industrial life and activity of Long 
Beach aud this entire section.

Writing to the conference of towm and county ad­ 
ministration at the University of North Carolina. 
President Harding remarks: 
There has been an inevitable tendency, because

fronted the national government, to rely unduly upon 
it for the performance of many functions which can 
only be discharged properly by local administrative 
entities.”
